Destruction of Food Fish. 


In view of the careful precautions 
taken by the Fish Commission to protect 
the fish in local waters, itis strange that 
so little is being done to stop the destruc- 
tion of our salt water fishing interests. A 
gradu al diminuation of salt water 
fish is reported all along the coast. This 
destruction is caused in most cases by 
wi'lful violation of the game laws. The 
tish phosphate factories, for instan:e, 
cause the disappearance of immense 
quantities of bluetish, bass and scup. The 
gill nets at the entrance to bays and har- 
bors have almost exterminated the 
striped bass, which once was very plenti- 
ful, while early every spring pound

THE CAPTURE OF COOK. 


How the Arreat of the Notorious Bandit 
Was Afiected. 


Bill Cook, train robber, murderer and 
' all round deeperado. was captured near 
Fort Stanton, Lincoln county, N. M., by 
~heriff Perry. Cook entered New Mex- 
\ico by out of the way trails until he 
reached the Pecos river, Entering Chavez 
county he made hie wav across the valley 
unrecognized and following the Rio 


| Horde. in the course of a few days camp- 


ed at Fort Stanton. Sheriff Perry learned 
‘that Cook had entered New Mexico and 
after hunting about struck the trail. It 
wae followed and Perry laid his plans to 
surprise the desperado and by sunset had 


| bagged the bandit. Cook, when he found 
‘that escape was impoesible, admitted his 
| identity and deci dedto return to Okla- 


'homa without any formality. Perry 
spent over three weeks in the saddle 

with only a few trusted aids accompany- 
ing him and these did not know the true 
nature of his trip into the western coun- 
try. 

The outlaw’s capture was effected at an 
isolated cattle ranch on the Great plaine. 
a few miles east of old Fort ~umner. 
Perry and two deputies were in search of 
horse thieves when thev met and recog- 
nized Cook at the first glance. ()uicker 
than a flash Perry and his men had their 
Winchesters up and Cook was 50 
thoroughly surprised that he his 
nerve and although he he had two six 
shooters about his waist his hands went 
ip at the command of the sheritf. Hand- 
cutis were put on his wrists and he was 
mounted and strapped to his own horse, 

| which was found to be on the plains 
near the cabin. One led the animal 
while sheriff Perry and the other deputy 
rode behind them. Thus the trip to 
Rosewe!! was made, a distance of sixty- 
five miles. It is said that with the state

LOOTED BY MOORS. 


Pirates Board an Italian Bark With An 
American Cargo. 
~atisfaction will be demanaed by both 
the United States and Italy from Moroc- 
co forthe recent boarding and robbery 
on the high seas by Moorish pirates of 
the Italian bark Seutola, bound from 
Philadelphia to Naples with a cargo of 
retined petrolenm. Capt. Lauro who 
commanded the “eutola, writes friends in 
Philadelphia that not only was his vessel 
pillaged,but his crew was bound hand and 
foot by the Moors. who were armed to 
the teeth. He states that in calm, when 
ten miles off the coast of Morocco gun 
| shots jwere heard from approaching boats 
fall of black pirates. They had long gune 
ew ung over their shoulders and swords 
at their sides. “Seeing that resistanca was 
useless, because of the number of the 
| pirates, no attempt was made to stop them 
from coming over the vessel's side. Once 
aboard they ordered the vessel anchored 
over a shoal spot. After tyingthe hands 
and feet of the crew, the vessel’s cabin 
was looted. Four boatloads of cases of 
oi! were taken, and the crew was ordered 
| to await the pirates return. Fortunately 
| the bark’s sailor's succeeded in freeing 
their limbs, and with the assistance ofa 
fair wind, she bore awav for Almeira. In 
Spain the facts of the case were reported 
| to the United States and Italian cons! ils.

ernor For Bread, 
A delegation of miners arrived at 
Columbus, Ohio, lately from Nelsonville

They tell a most remarkable story 
of suffering among the miners and say 
that unless aid is furnished at once many 
of them will dieof starvation. According 
to their statement there are 1,300 idle 
iners in the immediate vicinity of Nel- 
sonville. who, with their families, make 
a total of nearly 9.000 persons who have 
no means of obtaining even the most com- 
mon necessaries of 
for want of food and clothing. In the 
five counties in that coal section, they 
estimate that there are 50,000 persons who 
are in actual want and must have aid.

An electrical current 
passed through a solution breaks up strong 
combinations and forms new combina- 
tious. How far these results are due to 
the same cause we cannot tell. The de- 
velopment of electrical science has been so 
rapid that electricians haye not had time 
to become old. Its progress is so rapid 
that an expert electrician would find it 
ditticult to keep informed in regard to its 
hew applications to industrial art in all 
lines. for it applys directly or indirectly 
to nearly all lines of human effort. The 
progress of electrical science is a matter 
of days or ci hours. The electric lamp is 
the original star of destiny. It lights up 
the way to startling discoveries which will 
effect; all industrial arts. The electric 
current produces power. light. heat and 
chemical eects, all of which are required 
in sugar manufacture. A wire which 
passes easily through a keyhole can carry 
hundreds of horse power to almost any 
A carbonized fiber of cane pro- 
duces an illumination. The electric 
furnace gives heat which is more intense 
than coal. The strongest chemical com 
pounds are separated and new compounds 
are formed by electrical action. It seems 
not at all impossible that electricity may 
play an important part in future sugar 
manutacture. 

It has been recently discovered that 
caustic soda is cheaply produced |\y pass 
ing an electric current through a solution 
of salt. Chloride of sodium— -that is. com- 
mon salt—is a strong combination. but as 


oxygen in water, and as chlorine has also 
a strong aflinity forthe hydrogen of water 
the oxide of soda is easily formed by pass- 
ing an electric current through a solution 
of salt. forming muriatic acid and caustic 
soda instead of salt and water. 

As the fiber of cane is a valuable paper- 


largely used in cleansing the fiber, it seems 
that this application of the electric current 
may be useful to the sugar industry. to 
the salt industry and to the paper in- 
dustry, for as aalt is one of the cheapest 
commodities. ant as the fiber of cane is 
practically almost a waste product. and as 
sugar houses have dynamios for generating 
current, the caustic soda which is re;uired 
in reducing cane fiber to paper pulp inay 
be produced upon the plantation.

SKILLFUL CONSPIRACY. 
To Defraud the State of South Dakota. 


The report that W. W. Taylor. the 
treasurer of the state of South Dakota 
had become a defaulter in a large amount 
and then absconded proves to be true, 
the loss to the state being $550.000. Facts 
have come into the possession of the 
state officials which makes them reason- 
ably certain that Taylor and his confed- 
erates deliberately went to work after it 
became evident that he could not square 
his accounts, to hold up the state and 
compel a compromise by which he should 
be saved from punishment, and his 
bondsmen protected from loss. The state 
was in a tight place financially. If nota 
cent had been lost there would have been 
a deficit on July 1, next, of fally $100.- 
(4), due to excess of appropriations by 
the last legislature and to the slow pay- 
ment of taxes on account of the short 
crops. The limit of taxation has been 
reached and the limit of indebtedness 
passed forsometime. It is believed by 
the authorities on eubstantial evidence 
that realizing he would be short 5100.00 
when the transfer was made on Jan. Sth, 
he consulted with some friends and back- 
ers and they decided that the best thing 
to do was to seize allthe money in the 
treasury and put itin a place of hiding.

THe GLOBE FIRE. 


What That Paper Has to Say of the Con- 
flagration—Thanks to Its Confreres. 

The Toronto tslobe. editorially sars: 
“For the tirst time in the fifty years of ite 
publication the Globe was visited by fire 
on Sunday morning. The building is in 
ruins, and the presses, type-setting ma- 
chines and all the accessories requisite 
for publication are involved in the de- 
struction. But for the neighborly succor 
generously and promptly extended by the 
Gslobe’s city contemporanes, the paper. 
forthe firsttime in its history. might 
have missed an issue, or at all events 
would scarcely have been able to 
come so near to its general standard. It 
would be idle to disguise the extent of 
the blow. A newspaper which has been 
publishing for half a century cannot fail 
to suffer severely from so disastrousa fre 
as that which visited us on Sunday morn- 
ing. Filesand records which are pro- 
bably notto be replaced were swept 
away, and josses sustained that the or- 
dinary precautions in the way of insnur- 
ance could not cover. It will not be 
difficalt for our readers to realize the dis- 
appointment and regret that is felt in all 
departments of the business at con- 
version of what was a comfortable and 
well-appointed newspaper publishing 
honse into a heap of ruins. 

It should besaid at once, however, 
that the edge was taken ot! this keen dis- 
appointment by the way in which our 
city contemporaries came forward with 
offers of aid to tide the paper over the 
disaster. Mr. W. F. Maclean, M. P., ot 
the World. was early on the scene and 
at once placed his press and other facili- 
ties at our disposal.
